At its regular meeting on 
October 4, the Greenbelt

After the resolution was adopt¬ 
ed, council took further action to 
recognize the Greenbelt Frater¬ 
nal Order of Police Lodge No. 32 
as an organization of city em¬ 
ployees as defined in the just- 
passed resolution. The organiza¬ 
tion consists of the police officers 
of the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment. An August 9 request for 
such recognition by the FOP 
Lodge No. 32 provided the impe¬ 
tus for the formulation and adop¬ 
tion of the policy and procedures 
resolution. 

At the work session Oct. 12 
council planned to discuss 
awarding the bid for improve¬ 
ments on Ridge Rd. between Gar¬ 
denway and South way.

Bikeway 

Michael P. McLaughlin of the 
city staff presented a bikew r ay 
study performed by the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission as part of 
its program of planning assist¬ 
ance for municipalities. The study 
concentrated on developing a 
bikeway from Greenbelt Center 
to Springhill Lake, for the most 
part not traveling along road¬ 
sides but through green space. 
The plan presented is prelimi¬ 
nary; if a more detailed study is 
later funded, engineering draw¬ 
ings will he provided. 

In the preliminary plan, the 
bikeway would start at the Cen¬ 
ter. follow the stream alongside 
Braden Field past the fire house 
and St. Hugh's, use the Pepco 
easement between Crescent and 
the lake to the parking lot at the 
Lake Park. From that point, sev¬ 
eral alternate routes are possible 
to cross Kenilworth Avenue and 
traverse the area occupied by 
Capital Office Park and the State 
Highway Administration, The 
bikeway would eventually extend 
into Springhill Lake via a box 
culvert under the Beltway. One 
branch would reach the future 
Metrorail station, the other Belt- 
way Plaza. 


Debate on TRIM 

On November 2 Prince Georges 
County residents will go to the 
polls not only to vote for the 
candidates of their choice, but 
also to say YES or NO on sev¬ 
eral important referendums. One 
of these—Question K: TRIM + 4 
—is a critical and not well un¬ 
derstood proposal that should be 
of concern to home, condomini¬ 
um and townhouse owners. If 
approved, it would permit our 
currently capped County prop¬ 
erty taxes to increase by the 
value of new growth and by as 
as much as 4% per year if the 
County Council deems such an 
increase necessary to maintain 
county services. 

Strong arguments have been 
expressed both for and against 
the proposal. To inform mem¬ 
bers and other citizens regarding 
both sides of this important is¬ 
sue, the Boxwood Civic Associa¬ 
tion and Lakeside Citizens Asso¬ 
ciation will jointly sponsor an 
Open Meeting at the Greenbelt 
Public Library on Monday, No¬ 
vember 1 at 7:30 p.m. All are 
urged to attend. 

Supporters and opponents of 
the new initiative will make 
presentations and respond to 
questions. Paul Bolig will appear 
on behalf of TRIM + 4 (Ques¬ 
tion K), while either Bill Good¬ 
man or David Bird will speak in 
favor of the original TRIM 
package.

Resident Seer Reads Crystal 
Ball on Hovember 2 Election

The culmination of months of campaigning is but a 
few days away — Tuesday, November 2. One of the fas¬ 
cinations of the free electoral process is speculating about 
who will be the victors. For what they may be worth, 
here are this reporter’s conclusions. 


Democratic candidates appear 
to have a clear edge in all con¬ 
tests in which Greenbelters may 
vote; i.e., for state-wide office, 
U.S. Senator, Member of Con¬ 
gress from the 5th District, 
county-wide office, 23rd Legisla¬ 
tive District and 4th Council 
District. 

Greenbelt's Mayor Richard 
Castaldi is a heavy favorite to 
win in the 4th Council District. 
His rival, Republican Kenneth 
Powell, is making his first bid 
for public office. 

Incumbent members of the 
House of Delegates, all Demo¬ 
crats, are much better known 
than the Republican aspirants, 
Sharon Metcalfe and Don Mc¬ 
Bride. Delegates Gerard Devlin, 
Joan Pitkin and Charles “Buzz" 
Ryan should all win handily. 

The contest for State Senator 
may be closer than some others. 
Republican Burt Oliver, head of 
the county's Economic Develop¬ 
ment Department, is thought by 
some to pose a threat to Demo¬ 
crat Leo Green, former member 
of the House of Delegates and 
Mayor of Bowie. 

For County Executive, Repub¬ 
lican Ann Shoch, Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 


Commission Member, squares off 
against Parris Glendening, two- 
term County Councilman. This 
too may be a closer race than 
some others. 

Steny Hoyer, incumbent Mem¬ 
ber of Congress, should have 
little trouble in winning his first 
full term. His opponent, Re¬ 
publican William P. Guthrie, up¬ 
set former Greenbelter Perry 
Smith in the Primary. 

The United States Senatorial 
contest is between incumbent 
Democrat Paul Sarbanes and

Voters Will Consider Sixteen 
Referendum Questions on Rev. 2

Sixteen referendum questions will confront voters in 
Prince Georges County when they go to the polls Novem¬ 
ber 2. Eleven have been placed on the ballot by the Coun¬ 
ty Council, five by the General Assembly. 


Leading the list of county 
questions both in significance 
and in controversy is Question K, 
which would modify the TRIM 
amendment to the charter adopt¬ 
ed in 1978. That amendment 
limited to $144 million the 
amount that can be collected in 
county property taxes. Question 
K proposes that the $144 million 
ceiling be increased by the value 
of new growth and by up to 4 
percent each year if the County 
Council deems such increase nec¬ 
essary to maintain programs. 

Question A is the only other 
question not authorizing the is¬ 
suance of bonds. It would amend 
the county charter to specify 
that the county may not be held 
responsible in tort when its 
agents or employees are not lia¬ 
ble. 

Question B, which has received 
considerable attention, would au¬ 
thorize the county to issue $20 
million in general obligation 
bonds to construct a new county 
detention facility. This amount 
would be matched by the state. 
The new jail would be built on 
the Dille Tract on Brown Sta¬ 
tion Road. The current facility, 
built for 143 inmates, now houses 
450. 

Questions C, D, E, F, G, H, I 
and J all authorize the issuance 
of bonds to finance various pub¬ 
lic improvements. 

Question C—$300,000 to recon¬ 
struct a portion of a school for 
a county police substation; 

Question D—$4 million for a 
host of fire and rescue facility 
renovations and reconstructions. 

Question E—$15.2 million for 
six highway projects, including 
one at Hanover Parkway-Green¬ 


way Center. 

Question F — $5 million for 
three parking lots and planning 
for 1,000-space multi-level park¬ 
ing garage at New Carrollton 
Metro Station; 

Question G—$2.5 million for 
Metro capital costs. 

Question H—$650,000 for a 
garage at county public works 
facility and for five 3,000-ton 
capacity salt storage domes; 

Question I—$316,000 to con¬ 
struct and landscape a pedestri¬ 
an mall in Upper Marlboro; and 

Question J—$800,000 for pur¬ 
chase of land for additional buf¬ 
fer area adjacent to Brown Sta¬ 
tion Road Sanitary Landfill. 

State Questions 

The first statewide question, 
Question 1, would clarify the 
term “alimony" to make its gen¬ 
der neutral as it applies to im¬ 
prisonment for debt. 

Question 2 is the most impor¬ 
tant of the statewide questions. 
It would increase the amounts 
that the state may borrow to 
meet short term cash require¬ 
ments. The present limits are so 
low as to amount to a prohibi¬ 
tion on shorb-term borrowing. 

Question 3 would authorize the 
division of Montgomery County 
into single-member council dis¬ 
tricts should the voters of that 
county decide they preferred such 
an arrangement. 

Question 4 would permit Bal¬ 
timore City to create debt or is¬ 
sue bonds with the permission of 
either the General Assembly or 
the City's legislative delegation 
in Annapolis. 

Question 5 is a technical 
amendment respecting filing of 
petitions. 
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Vote Next Tuesday! 

With a big voter turn-out in next Tuesday’s election, 
Greenbelters will have an opportunity to make their inter¬ 
ests felt in a major way within the county government. 
Greenbelt has a good chance — in the person of Mayor 
Richard Castaldi — to see a citizen of this community take 
a seat on the county council. 

The other major county issue before the voters of this 
city is Question K — a referendum on a county charter 
change called “Trim +4.” The original TRIM amendment 
in 1978 froze the amount of revenue the county could raise 
from property taxes at that year’s level — $144 million. 
Not provided for was the cost of services that new con¬ 
struction, both commercial and residential, require —- 
police and fire protection, highway maintenance and 
schools. Although this new construction has been taxed, 
according to the terms of TRIM the tax ceiling could not 
be raised above the 1978 level. With the additional prob¬ 
lems of run-away inflation that has occurred since that year 
and the reduction in federal monies available to the county, 
the result is predictable. The present level of fire and 
police protection is threatened. The quality of education 
provided by county schools has similarly been threatened 
by drastic reductions in personnel. Textbook supplies are 
not replenished and support of enrichment programs, in¬ 
cluding athletics, has been cut — the very sorts of educa¬ 
tional offerings that attract high-quality residents into an 
area. 

The TRIM +4 amendment would automatically in¬ 
crease the $144 million ceiling by the value of new con¬ 
struction and, at the discretion of the County Council, 
would permit a 4% per year increase in the new ceiling, 
that is, existing property plus new construction. 

Of local interest is Question E, which authorizes issu¬ 
ance of general obligation bonds for financing several high¬ 
way projects, including the extension of Hanover Parkway 
from Greenway Shopping Center to Good Luck Road. This 
extension is expected to relieve traffic congestion east of 
the Parkway. (Repayment of the bonds will come from 
taxes paid by new construction.) 

By exercising our right to vote, Greenbelters can help 
improve the county’s responsiveness to the needs of this 
community, in particular where much expensive new con¬ 
struction is occurring, but also to all the territory that 
encircles us.

Clean-up After Dogs 

To the Editor: 

The problem of rabid raccoons 
in the area correctly alerted var¬ 
ious counties to the danger of 
epidemics. The little publicized 
risk of diseases transmitted by 
dog feces presents a serious day- 
to-day problem. 

The community should be 
aware that dog feces not proper¬ 
ly disposed of have been respon¬ 
sible for a number of disease 
organisms. The most common 
are roundworm, hookworm and 
ringworjn. Results varying from 
mild to serious; from tissue dam¬ 
age to blindness may follow from 
contaminated feces. Dog waste 
also attracts the housefly, to 
which over 30 diseases have 
been traced. 

County, city and GHI regula¬ 
tions require the clean-up of dog 
feces in common areas, play¬ 
grounds, neighbors’ yards and 
owners’ yards. This should be 
done immediately to prevent 
unsanitary and unsightly condi¬ 
tions.

Computer Whiz of Tomorrow Is

Jonathan Polanin, lucky 
winner of the GHI-spon- 
sored game, “Find the bur¬ 
ied treasure,” never expect¬ 
ed that treasure to be an in¬ 
terview with the Greenbelt 
News Review.

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GHI Board Wrestles with Heat Exemption 

Details, Rehab for Administration Building

Winding up ‘rehab”, the 
odds and ends of things yet 
to be done, concerned the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Board 
of Directors at their October 
14 meeting. All directors 
were present. 

The first hour was taken up by 
discussing the problems connect¬ 
ed with allowing members at 3, 6 
and 7 Woodland Way to keep 
their existing oil heat. The board 
at its September 23 meeting 
granted these members exemp¬ 
tion from the electric heat con¬ 
version. At issue were (1) main¬ 
tenance of these boilers (should 
GHI provide maintenance at cost 
or an outside contractor be used), 
(2) how to collect reserves for 
replacement of parts and (3) 
should members buy their own 
oil or should GHI contract for 
them? 

Woodland Way member Mary 
Moien opted for staying with 
GHI maintenance. It's “well 
worth the extra charge,” she 
said. 

The board debated the pros 
and cons of GHI continuing to 
supply their special maintenance 
needs. Director Janet Cantwell 
wanted to make sure the board 
did not grant something to these 
members that it hadn’t given to 
others. 

Director Mark Dombowski 
asked whether these members 
would be signing an addendum 
to their contracts ? President 
Jim Smith differed with Cantwell 
saying that the board had al¬ 
lowed people to install different 
systems but here the people had 
been allowed to keep what had 
already been installed. Director 
Wayne Williams asked that the 
board discuss maintenance last 
and discuss reserves first. 

In talking about reserves, how¬ 
ever, the board found there were 
many problems that needed be 
considered before either sugges¬ 
tion proffered by management or 
any other plan could be accept¬ 
ed. Management bad proposed 
collecting the same for replace¬ 
ment reserves as other units 
would be paying for electric heat 
and hot water conversion, the 
money to be collected for a re¬ 
serve fund especially for these 
three units. Management's sec¬ 
ond idea was to consider these 
units in the same category as the 
29 larger homes which have gas 
heat maintained by GHI. 

The problems of fire insurance, 
possible necessity of an adden¬ 
dum to contract, how can re¬ 
placement parts for systems in 
different stages of deterioration 
be paid for equitably, what GHI 
maintenance responsibilities 
would be, and other problems 
convinced the board that they 
should wait for more informa¬ 
tion frpm management before 
voting on maintenance and re¬ 


serves for the Woodland Way 
homes. The board did vote to al¬ 
low these members to purchase 
their own oil instead of having 
GHI contract for oil for them. 
When it was learned that GHI 
'had a two-year supply of oil on 
hand (which it planned to use in 
GDC), member Norm Weyel 
asked why they couldn't purchase 
oil from GHI. “We helped buy 
it,” he said. That issue was not 
settled. These homes will have 
oil until November 30. After that 
they will buy their own. 

Administration Building 

Possible rehabilitation for the 
administration building was pro¬ 
posed by management. It was 
approved in the original CD A 
plans and some money allocated 
for this purpose. However, be¬ 
cause of a smaller amount of 
borrowing for Phase II, this was 
dropped, being of lower priority. 

Management now feels there 
has been substantial savings and 
the issue should be re-examined. 
Preliminary plans call for addi¬ 
tional insulation; conversion to 
electric baseboard heat and hot 
water; testing of all existing cir¬ 
cuits and replacement of panels 
as necessary; conversion of the 
existing boiler room to a fire¬ 
proof vault (recommended by 
auditors); venting system; up¬ 
grading of the central air con¬ 
ditioning and miscellaneous items 
such as toilet improvements, fire 
alarm system and landscaping. 
Management has already ob¬ 
tained new windows utilizing 
NCCB funds for left-over win¬ 
dows under Phase 1 window con¬ 
tract and is obtaining bids for 
a new telephone system (planned 
in the 1982 budget). The board 
voted unanimously to _get the 
specs on this. They voted also to 
have the staff architect work out 
some designs for meter pads 
which are placed on the ends of 
frame buildings to put utility 
meters on. This was originally 
part of rehab. Any plan for cov¬ 
ering would concern access, aes¬ 
thetics and cost. 

The board also studied a pro¬ 
posal by director Frank Gervasi 
to add weatherstripping of doors 
to the rehab program and voted 
to ask management to determine 
the most expeditious way to get 
weatherstripping. Permission 
was given to management to 
spray urethene on the sides of 
crawl spaces. 

Heat Conversion 

Management announced that 
heat conversion was 99% com¬ 
pleted. By the end of the next 
day (October 15) they said there 
would be only two rows and one 
unit to be converted. Williams 
worried about the people who 
would have no heat in the cold 
and asked people to volunteer 
their electric heaters in case of 
need. A report that people were 
buying kerosene heaters caused 
the board to request that a notice

informing members that kerosene 
heaters are illegal in multi- 
family houses in Prince Georges 
County and GHI does not permit 
them. 

Permission was granted to a 
member at 5F Ridge to remove 
his chimney. The board voted, on 
the advice of the engineering 
and maintenance committee, to 
take up each case separately 
since circumstances differed. 

1983 Budget 

The board received a prelimin¬ 
ary draft of the 1983 budget. 
They set up the following sched¬ 
ule: Thursday, October 21, work 
session on the budget; Thursday, 
October 28, Board consideration 
of the budget; Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 4, membership hearing on the 
budget; Wednesday, November 
10, approval of 1983 budget, first 
reading; Tuesday, November 23, 
second and final reading and ap¬ 
proval of the budget. Because 
dates for regular board meetings 
in November fall on holidays, 
the regular board meetings have 
been changed to Wednesday, 
November 10 and Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 23. 

The board approved the grant¬ 
ing of easements to the City of

Larry Hogan, Prince Georges 
County Executive and former 
Member of Congress. The latter 
should do well throughout the 
county, but elswhere in the state, 
it is likely that a different story 
will be told. Ironically, the ex¬ 
pensive campaign waged against 
the incumbent by the National 
Conservative Political Action 
Committee appears to have cre¬ 
ated a backlash that will aid 
Sarbanes’ bid for reelection. 

The Republican aspirants for 
Governor and Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor, Robert Pascal and Newton 
Steers, Jr. respectively, seem not 
to have been able to generate 
sufficient interest in their can¬ 
didacies, other than possibly in 
their own bailiwicks, Anne Arun¬ 
del and Montgomery Counties re¬ 
spectively, to pose a serious 
threat to the bid of Governor 
Harry Hughes and his running 
mate, State Senator J. Joseph 
Curran, Jr.

About 7,912 persons are eligi¬ 
ble to vote in Greenbelt’s four 
precincts in next Tuesday’s gen¬ 
eral election, November 2. Poll¬ 
ing hours are from 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m. at No. 3—Center School, No. 
6 — St. Hugh’s School, No. 8— 
Springhill Lake Elementary, and 
No. 13 — E. Roosevelt High 
School. 

Sparking the voters’ interest 
is the County Council race in 
which Greenbelt’s Mayor Richard 
Castaldi is the Democratic 
standard-bearer. Additional is¬ 
sues to attract Greenbelt voters 
to the polls are Question K, deal¬ 
ing with modification of TRIM, 
and Question E. authorizing the 
issuance of general obligation 
bonds for highway projects, in¬ 
cluding the extension of Hano¬ 
ver Parkway to Good Luck Road. 

As has been true in all recent 
elections, Democrats will enjoy 
a large lead over Republicans 
and Independents in the number 
of registered voters in Greenbelt 
and in other jurisdictions of 
which Greenbelt is part. 

In Greenbelt there are three 
registered Democrats for every 
registered Republican. Democrats 
make up 65% of the total num¬ 
ber of registrants. In the other 
jurisdictions, figures are roughly 
comparable. The best showing 
for Republicans is in the 4th 
Council District, where they con¬ 
stitute 27% of the total (Demo¬
